Ter Now you may take notice that this Crots or Mullet \ 
hath been obſerved'bv all the Inhabitants of the Town, and alio 

- -of many others that are of Age capable to remembe rto h lave ap- 
peared three times betore, this bc ingZ the fourth time oj 4t'5 av” 
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pearing 3 at which ſeveral timesit continued three weeks or a 
month; Now the timesat which it appeared were thele, The 
6rſt time thatever it was ſeen or heard of, was a little fpace before 
our late Soveraign Lord King Charles was Murthered, The fe- 
cond time of it's appearing, was alittle before the Noz- conformiſe 
Miniſters were ſulpended. The third time of it's appearing, was 
in Summer, 1666, Alittle before the burning of the City of 
London. Now becaule it had fo many times appeared and gone 
away of it{elf, many People were of Opinion that it was laid in 
Oyl on the Stone when the Church was builded , and the ſweat- 
ing of the Stone might bring it out, and as the Stone dryed it 
mightgoinagain. Therefore for the better fariffaQtion of all 
Periors who deſired to know the truthof it, The Plaiſter was 
hiwcd off the Stone where it appeared, and the Stone was fcra- 
ped and made very clean as any Stone could be made, and n9 
Man expected to tze ituny mare, for if it had heen laid in Oyl 
it could take no deeper wmpreſhon then the face of the Stones 
which was hewed and ſcraped off: But to the admiration"ot all 
che Beholders it appeared again as plain as ever, this heing the 
fourth time, and allo this other Croſs on the leſt hand with a 
Capital O under it , which Croſs and O were never feen before, 
and alſo over moſt of thePillars in the Church there -is I HS in 
very great Text Letters with a round O under them, and over 
the two Croſſes on the Steeple are the ſame great Letters. 
There are allo on a Partition Wall between the Chancel and the 
| body of the Church the fame Letters of IHS, and allo a Half 
Moon and ſeveral Stars , which are not ſo much taken notice of 
becauſe they were ufually ſet up over the Kinss Arms when the 
Churches were firſt built; the Letters fignive JESUS H ©O- 
MINUM SALVATORUM: This lky was utual in 
moſt Churches ; But in this there was none, for they were 
blotted out long ago , ever fince Popery was exterpated , and 
never ſeen but on the times afore-mentioned , and the” laſt time 
upon the 22th, of November, 1674. Theic things all appeared 
together as the People were in the Church, nothing being ſeen 
en the Saturday before, es

The Midwife much pitticd her Woman , but knowing it was 
not in her power to help the Woman, ſhe apolyed her felf to fave 
the Child, which ſhe afliſted into the World, and having .done 
that ſhewas carried Cewn ftairs, and naving thirty Guirneys gt- 
ven her for her pains, {te wasdefired to depart, and befilent and 
ſecret in this matter, ardalthough ſhe ſoon departed, before ſhe 
went, ſhe heard lowd and ditmal icreeches, which ſhe knew were 
made by the Woman, when ſhe was violently feized on by the 
four Men in order to her execution, After which noiſe thoi> 
two Perſons who had brought her thither put her again mto the 
Sedan, and thencarried her to her houſe from vrnence they had 
brought her.

venthis Relation as a thing” of great variety, withing that it 
were in her power to ditcover theparticular Perſons, ſo that due 
puniſhment might be inflifted on thoſe unnatural and bloody 
Murtherers. 
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
